The full te.vt of the report is 
now available and will be found of very 
general interest, 
especially 
to those 
whom the lake transportation facilities 
of western Michigfan are of importance. 
Capia i n To w n se n d. say s: 


1 have ilie honor lo submit the fol- 
lowinfi report in compliance with the 
department indorsement of 
November 
2(5, 18U7, on the ici toi- <tf Novemver 2U, 
from the Hon. I»:. L. Hamilton to the 
secretary of war. in reference t o a mod- 
iiication of the plan fori the improve- 
ment of the harbor at St. Joseph 
and 
Benton Harbor, Mich. 


The h a n or of St. Joseph is formed 
by the junction of the St 
Joseph and 
Paw Paw rivers, and e.xtends alonsr the 
city front of .St. .Jose{>li with a width of 
about 8U0 feet in its natural state, ulii- 
niately to be reduced t o a width exceed- 
ing llOo feet when wnarves are 
con- 
structeu on the harbor lines 
recently 
approved by the secretary of war. IJen- 
toQ Harbor is connected with 
St. 
Jo- 
seph harbor by a canal about one mile 
in length and 100 feet in width. 
The 
outlet of tue harbor into Lake Michi- 
gan is protected by piers constructed 
of piling and 
timber 
cribs, having a 
width between them of -70 feet. 


The project for its improvement pro- 
vides for a 
navigable channel 
of a 
depth of !•) feet from i^ake Michigan to 
the upper limits of the city oí St 
Jo- 
seph, and of i:{ feet thence 
to Benton 
Harbor, and will require the e.xtentiion 
of the north pier 
feet to complete 
it. 
Tlie north pier has recently 
been 
rebuilt, and under the existing project 
the next appropriation will be employed 
in exteuííivc repairs to the south 
pier, 
wtiicli is in a precarious condition. 
H 
tiie moditic itions of the project whieh 
Mr. liamilton suggests are lo be made, 
conerresslonal action is desirable be- 
fore further work is undertaken. 


As a survey oi this harbor ha^ not 
been authori '.ed. 1 enclose 
a 
trucinir 
giving contours deduced from the last 
general survey (in 
18!il) 
and sound- 
ings in the channel 
taken 
after 
tlie 
close of this seas<m's operationt?, which 
indicate 
that no material chango of 
conditions has occurred since the date 
of survi'y. 


The harbor 
is annually dredged to 
the depth required by the project and 
as regularly reiill».

The further extension of the 
north 
pier, as provided for in tlie 
exibiing 
project, amy increase tiie depths over 
these bur-^. but the experienee at thif> 
harbor has been suilicieiit to show that 
it cannot a'one pi'eveni their 
recur- 
rence. 
While the 
.'itorais Iroiii tlie 
north tu we-ii iuive a greater intensity 
at this ha -Ijo'- tlian 
tliuse from au> 
other directio'i. duo to the 
exteiic (<i 
lake over which tuey sweep, a 
^ule 
from tile .-south ve-t has sullicient force 
to move lar^e quantities of sand. 
The 
frequency with which 
southwesterly 
winds occur compens ites to some 
ex- 
tent for their luck of intensity, particu- 
larly in the shoal water to which 
the 
piers now extend, nor can the 
How of 
t h e rivers be relied 
upon to correct 
their intliience, as at the time the lake 
storms have the greatest violence the 
river How is the lea^t. 


As explained by Mr. Hamilton, 
the 
commerce at this harbor is rapidly iu- 
creusing, and tiie I'ecent 
introduction 
of car ferries Ü i ves an importance LO its 
winter uavi^^ution that it did not 
for- 
merly post-ess. 
During tiie period that 
t h e Sir.iits of Mackinac and 
the 
St 
Mary's river are cloied by ice, and the 
ferriage of cars across Lake Mícíjigan 
has therefore its greatest intluence 
in 
modifying rates on 
transcontinental 
shipments of freight, tlie formation of 
bars in front of this harbor is most li- 
able to occur and can be removed 
by 
dredifing only with great ditliculty. 
A 
modiiication of the existing 
jirojoiit, 1 
therefore consider wortuy and justilied 
by the interests involved.

There seems to be no disposition on 
the part of any alderman to look upon 
the franchise asked for by the Benton 
Harbor 
Terminal 
railway company 
with disfavor.

T h e new road will use but two blocks 
of Tenth street and for the 
remainder 
of the distance to the city limits will 
purchase the right of way over privrie 
property. 


The new company may acquire 
by 
piu'chasc the right

but if this cannot be done beyond 
the 
possibility of an everlasting 
jangle 
they will build a new line due 
east 
from the city, with the expectation ot 
going to TolVdo and 
branching north 
to Grand

Mrs. R. K. Hale Writes to the Fair Plain 
Reading Circle. 


Mrs. K. K. Hale, of Fair Plain, 
writes to the Eair Plain Ladles’ Read­ 
ing Circle from California as follow's: 
San Diego, Cal., 
Feb. 
18.—Dear 
Friends:—I proposed writing a short 
letter to the “Club” about my trip to 
this land of wonders where we are now 
enjoying summer skies, lovely Howers, 
and balmy bree/.es, while at home all is 
cold and wintry, so will now try in my 
poor way to give you an account of 
what has impressed me as interesting. 
* * * The winter here is perfect, but 
I hear of their dry season in the sum­ 
mer when rain is not known and the 
mosquitoes and ileas then do much to 
dissolve the dream of perfection, so I 
am still satisfied to dwell in “ my Michi­ 
gan, ray own dear native state.” 
The 
ride from Los Angeles to San Diego 
through the bfautiful valley with its 
many orange orchards was delightful, 
and I am now with ray sister and family. 
I cannot describe to you the ])ieasure 
of visiting here after our many years 
sc))aration. 
San Diego is a lovely 
place. 
U. S. and .lessc Grant, and the 
Sprccklcs Bros, have invested vast 
sums of money here. The coal b\inkcrs 
built Ijy the Spreckles Bros, are a won­ 
der. 
Ships brin^ coal from Australia, 
and the Santa Fe railway from New 
.\le.\ico. Thiscoal is hoisted tothelVnink- 
ers automatically, and from tliere distri­ 
buted to all parts of California. 
Many 
ship coal up here, and large freight 
wagons 
driven 
by 
Mexicans and 
draw'n by four and six mule teams 
distribute to the interior 
villages. 
A view of the bay with its ships from 
ditVerent parts of the world and the 
two great “ W hite Squadron” battle­ 
ships “ Monadnock” and “ Monterey.” 
which lie in the harbor constantly, is 
an interesting sight. 
The most beauti­ 
ful place we have yet visited is the 
Coronado hotel. 
It is located between 
the bay and the ocean, and is in the 
midst of a tropical garden of palms and 
otiier beautiful trees. 
They have a 
large natatorium, an ostrich farm, and 
many other interesting siglits on the 
grounds, and in the centre of the hotel 
is a large court tilled with palms, 
squirrels, and birds 
with 
gorgeous 
nlumage. 
The bay is entered by a nar­ 
row channel which is defended bv a 
fort. 
No one is allow^ed to enter tíiis 
fort, and a sentinel pacing outside even 
asks you if you have a camera. 
We 
crossed the bay to a point at the en­ 
trance of the harbor in a steam launch 
and climbed the point by a well trav­ 
eled road, which wa» a great feat for 
me as 1 never 
included 
mountain 
climbing among my accomplishments. 
The old lighthouse located 
on this 
point is the highest ocean liglitiiouse 
in the world, but w'as too elevated for 
foíítíy weather so it had to be aban­ 
doned, and a new one ljuilt near the 
ocean. 
We had a grand view of the 
bay from this point, w’ith distant moun­ 
tains and the head lands of Mexico on 
the left, while on the rlirht. old ocean 
boomed and thundered (hi the slior^. 
landless miles of »alt ocean stretclied 
before us with not a drop to drink, and 
as we ate our diimer on the steps of the 
old liglithouse, wecoukl have iieen very 
thirsty had w'e not brouglit a i)ottle of 
water from home. 
W e divided with 
some less fortunate tourists, and felt 
the satisfaction that a good deed always 
brings. Words fail to describe the beau­ 
tiful scene which laid belore us, but 
Charles Dudley W arner fully describes 
it in one of the monthlies, 
in return­ 
ing we tried to reach the road by what 
we supposed to be a short cut, butdem- 
onstrated the truth of the old adage, 
“ The longest way around is the short­ 
est way home.” 
It led us to a ditlicult 
descent down a steep path. 
It seemed 
as if 1 should not survive the ordeal, but 
we w’cre rewarded by a much better 
view of the fort. 
Our ride of eight 
miles home across the bay was deliifht- 
ful. 
Another pleasant day was passed 
in a trip to old Mexico, 
wijere we 
crossed the line and bought a relic made 
by the native Mexicans. My nephew, 
niece, si^-ler and self occupied a roomy 
carriage and enjoyed the trip through 
orange, 
lemon, 
anil 
olive 
groves 
and jiast a succession of V)eavitiful and 
spacious homes surrounded l>y friiitand 
llosvers in bloom. 
Tne rosfs bloom 
monthly and the large calta lilies, con- 
."^t an Ely. 
Every variety of geran'nuu-, 
{»inks and other llnwer.s grow from two 
to three feet hl<ih. and are ct>vereii 
wiUi blooms, 
"riu* pcaehe.-, anti apri­ 
cots are jtiHt/ tiovv in b!o»>ni and U>ok 
very niUi'li like our own. 
On liiin trip

throuj^di National 
i-’iiy,

variety to choose from, from an old 
image taken from an ancient, mission, 
to tlie latest thing in a stunning Mexi­ 
can hat. 
Our trip took us over forty 
miles and on our return we gladly wef* 
comed “ tired nature’s sweet restorer ’’ 
The next .point of interest to visit is 
La [olla (La Holeya), that is the caves 
w^hich are to be viewed in their full 
glory only at low tide, so we are now 
waiting for it. 
W ithout 
abundant 
rains in the winter season the trrass and 
gi’ain sections suiter, as it is impossible 
to irrigate such large tracts, and all 
the country is not so fully irrigated as 
it will b® in the near future.

HOW WARS ARE STARTED. 


The St. Louis Globe-Democrat ex­ 
plains how war is (leclarcd under the 
code of some nations, as some diplo­ 
mats understand it, as follows: “How 
is war declared?” some one asked a 
statesman this week. “Usually by a 
cannon shot,” was the reply. This 
country did g o to war once by adopting 
a resolution. Most of the fighting had 
begun without legislative prelimin­ 
aries. The civil war opened with the 
firing on Fort Sumpter. Just ho»ir the 
war with Spain will begin, if there is 
one, cannot be forecast from anything 
in the rules of congress. It may be 
that war with Spain has already start­ 
ed. That will be known when the 
court of inquiry on the Maine reports. 
If the ship was destroyed by a torpedo, 
that was an act of war, whether Blanco 
knew the torpedo was to be dragged 
against the bow of the ship or not. If 
only half a dozen Spanish otlicers were 
in the plot and towed the engine of de­ 
struction to its place, Spain has com­ 
mitted the overt act of war just as 
much as if a gun squad had wheeled one 
of the big guns of Morro Castle into’ 
position and sent a shell into the maga­ 
zine of the Maine. All that the court 
must do is to report to the president 
that the Maine did not blow up, but 
was blown up. That will mean the war 
has started. Uncle Sam 
must get 
ready to tight. The chip has been 
knocked from his shoulder. There is 
nothing for him to do but to come back 
at his enemy. If there is to be any 
parleying, it must come from Spain. 
That country can otter defense, or ex­ 
planation, or indemnity, or reparation. 
If Spain does nothing after the court 
reports that the Maine was blown up, 
a return blow must be struck by the 
United States and as cfuickly as the 
ships can move. Such is the code of 
nations, as some of the best diplomats 
at Washington understand it.

A width of 400 feet between piers at 
their outer ends, narrowlnjf to 300 feet 
at the shore line, as proposed by Mr. 
Hamilton, would form a funnel shaped 
entrance which would expose the en­ 
tire harbor to the full force of a west­ 
erly irale. 
Under existing conditions 
waves sometimes enter the harbor with 
suHlcient force to render it dangerous 
for small crafts to lie at the wharves. 
The renu)val of the existing south pier 
is not therefore considered advisable. 


Tho large freighters, of length ex­ 
ceeding 400 feet,' are now employed 
economically between larire centers of 
commerce such as Chicago and Duluth 
on the one hand and Cleveland and Buf­ 
falo on the other, but their profitable 
employment in the commerce of cities 
situated like Benton Harbpr and St. .lo- 
He])h is yet to be demonstrated. There 
is, however, a necessity for depths that 
will admit safely the large car ferries, 
which have a length of about 300 feet 
and a draft of 14i feet. Such a^ boat 
will require a depth of at least 15 feet 
through the Benton Harbor canal, and 
of at least 18 feet at the harbor en­ 
trance to prevent striking the bottom 
during storms. With such depths the 
largcht freighters could enter the har- 
l)or during fair weather, and if It is 
shown that there is a demand for this 
class of vessels the project can then be 
further modified so as to alTord them 
ample security during storms. 


To deepen tho harbor over the entire 
area includiMl between harbor lines to 
Hie depths above Indicated, and con­ 
struct a turning basin at the upper end 
of the Benton Harbor canal of a capaci­ 
ty required by large freighters, will 
re(|ulre the excavation of 8H),8S0 cubic 
yards of material. The present needs 
of the haroor will, however, be served 
l\v the excavation of a channel way 150 
I eel wide along the front of the city of 
St. .loseuh, with a turning basin at the 
mouth of the St. Joseph river, w'hich to 
some extent will also act as a catch 
ba^ln for sand during Hoods in that 
river. 
Further 
development can be 
posti)oned until the commercial growth 
of the harbor demonstrates the neces­ 
sity. 


I have therefore to recommend the 
follov.'ing modifications of the existing 
project for the improvement of St. 
.Joseph harbor: That the north pier 
be extended to tho 20-foot contour and 
the i^outh pier to the 18-foot on a line 
parallel to it, as shown on the accom 
panylng tracing; that the entrance to 
the harbor and a space 150 feet wide 
ahmg the city front of St. Joseph be 
dredged to a depth of 18 feet, and that 
the Benton Harbor canal and a turn­ 
ing basin at tho mouth of the St. Jo­ 
seph river be dredged to a depth of 15 
feet. The following Is an estimate of 
the cost of the work:

It Is also estimated that there will 
annually be re«iuired for maintenance 
at in.s harbor Il0,000. The sands car­ 
ried initi the harbor by spring Hoods 
cannot be carried to deep water in the 
lake by t!ie river discharge unless the 
waterway be contracted to an extent 
that w ould preclude navigation by 
large vessels. The works heroin pro­ 
posed will protect the harbor from the 
formation of bars caused by tlie waves 
of Lake .Michigan. The deposit from 
Hoods occurs at period when it can be 
readily removenl by dredging.
